guest  artists 

Electrifying  Ben 

Silvana  Cardell  (choreographer,  director)  is  a  native  of  Argentina  and  an  alumni  of  The 
University  of  The  Arts  School  of  Dance  (1990).  She  has  danced  and  choreographed  for  Group 
Motion  Dance  company  as  well  as  danced  with  Adriana  Coll  Dance  Company  in  Buenos  Aires 
Argentina.  Between  1992  and  1996  Mrs.  Cardell  directed  Armar  Danza  Teatro  in  Buenos  Aires, 
then  founded  her  own  dance  company;  S. Cardell  Danza  and  EDA  Escuela  de  Danza  del 
Abstracto,  sponsored  by  Secretaria  de  Cultura  de  la  Nacion  and  built  a  performing  art  space: 
Sala  Ana  Itelman.  Ms.Cardell's  work  has  been  commissioned  by  Antorchas  Fundacion, 
Instituto  Nacional  de  Teatro,  Secretaria  de  Cultura  de  la  Ciudad,  Red  Lationamericana  de 
Produtores  de  Danza  y  Teatro,  Teatro  Gral  San  Martin,  Pte  Alvear,  Teatro  de  las  Provincias, 
National  and  International  Dance  and  Theater  Festivals,  Group  Motion,  American  Dance 
College  Festival  The  University  of  The  Arts  and  Swarthmore  College. 

Patrick  de  Caumette  (composer)  is  a  native  of  France  and  a  senior  lecturer  at  UArts.  He 
is  an  accomplished  composer  for  film,  TV  and  the  performing  arts.  Patrick's  last  collabora- 
tion with  choreographer  Leah  Kreutzer-Barber  (LKB  Dance)  was  critically  acclaimed.  His  origi- 
nal score  for  the  motion  picture  "The  Shore",  premiered  at  the  Toronto  International  Film

Marc  RickettS  (kite  design)  With  a  background  in  architecture,  geometry/morphology  and 
tension  structures.  Marc  has  applied  himself  to  Architecture  of  the  Air.  He  has  pushed  the  lim- 
its of  kite  design,  bringing  a  dance  of  flight  indoors,  out  of  the  wind  and  into  the  theater. 
Marc  is  the  founder  of  GuildWorks,  a  design  based  firm  producing  installations  that  transform 
space  with  large  fabric  based  architectural  structures  and  staged  art  of  the  air  performances. 

Mi-KyOUng  Lee  (costume  design)  has  had  Five  solo  exhibitions  and  numbers  of  group 
exhibitions  nationally  and  internationally:  at  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  in  Pusan,  Korea, 
and  Birmingham  Bloomfield  Hills  Art  Center,  Ann  Arbor  Art  Center,  Detroit  Contemporary 
Gallery,  Cranbrook  Art  Museum  in  Michigan. 

Pedro  da  Silva  (set  design)  a  native  of  Portugal,  is  a  painter  and  set  designer  whose  work 
was  shown  at  Academia  Sao  Carlos  (Mexico  City)  and  at  The  Sketch  Club  (Philadelphia).  In 
1999,  he  worked  on  PATIO  PLASTICO  by  Brian  Sanders.  He  also  helped  create  "PRIDE  AND 
PROGRESS"  the  largest  public  art  project  celebrating  the  LGBT  community  in  the  United 
States. 

Tlie  Time  After  -  After  the  Time 

Milton  Myers  -  Bom  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  Milton  Myers  moved  to  New  York  and  audi- 
tioned for  Alvin  Alley.  There,  he  met  Alley's  assistant,  Joyce  Trisler.  Myers  joined  Trisler's 
troupe  as  a  dancer,  and  also  served  as  her  assistant  choreographer  from  1975  through  1980. 
In  1977  Myers  joined  the  Alvin  Alley  American  Dance  Theater  as  a  dancer  while  still  assisting 
Trisler.  During  that  time  he  began  making  dances  for  both  companies,  creating  "Echoes  in 
Blue"  (1975)  for  Alley  and  assisting  Trisler  in  developing  a  new  choreography  for  Igor 
Stravinsky's  "Rite  of  Spring"  (1974)  and  Paul  Hindemith's  "Four  Temperaments"  (1976). 
When  Trisler  died  in  1980,  Myers  left  Alley  to  take  over  the  helm  of  the  Trisler  Danscompany. 
In  1991  Myers  left  the  Trisler  Danscompany  to  become  the  resident  choreographer  of 
Philadanco,  a  Philadelphia-based  dance  group.  Mr.  Myers  has  also  choreographed  for  The 
School  of  Dance  for  many  years,  creating  new  works  for  the  student  dancers. 


Roadblock 

Matthew  Neenan  began  his  dance  training  at  the  Boston  Ballet  School,  then  moved  to 
New  York  City  where  he  attended  the  LaGuardia  High  School  of  the  Performing  Arts  and  the 
School  of  American  Ballet.  In  1994  he  joined  Pennsylvania  Ballet  where  he  has  danced 
numerous  principal  roles.  From  2000  to  2004,  Mr.  Neenan  co-founded  and  co-directed 
Phrenic  New  Ballet  which  toured  extensively.  In  2004,  Mr.  Neenan  co-founded  BalletX  with 
fellow  dancer  Christine  Cox,  of  which  he  is  currently  co-director.  He  has  received  numerous 
awards  and  grants  for  his  choreography  from  The  National  Endowment  of  the  Arts,  Dance 
Advance  funded  by  the  Pew  Charitable  Trusts,  The  Choo  San  Goh  Foundation  and  The 
Independence  Foundation.  He  is  also  a  three-time  recipient  of  grants  from  the  Pennsylvania 
Council  on  the  Arts.  He  was  selected  to  participate  in  the  Fall  2003  New  York  City  Ballet 
Choreographic  Institute  under  the  direction  of  Peter  Martins.  Dance  Theatre  of  Pennsylvania 
premiered  his  first  full  length  ballet,  A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream,  in  June  2004.  Mr.  Neenan 
was  featured  in  the  February  2005  issues  of  Dance  Magazine  and  Philadelphia  Magazine. 

Sputnik  ("Fellow  Traveler") 

Momix  Dance  Company  -  For  the  past  16  years,  MOMIX  has  staged  cutting-edge  per- 
formances world-wide.  Under  the  direction  of  founder/choreographer  Moses  Pendleton,  the 
company  has  conjured-up  highly  imaginative  works.  "Sputnik,"  which  bears  little  resem- 
blance to  the  Soviet  space  satellite,  features  a  large  bowl-like  structure  with  a  female  dancer 
seated  inside.  "Once  three  men  have  jammed  long  poles  into  the  brass  bowl  occupied  by  a 
quasi-oriental  divinity  type  (don't  ask),  the  men  and  their  partners  set  the  bowl  and  its  bal- 
last turning  like  a  bizarre  merry-go-round,  and  fly  on  the  poles  in  looping  circles."  Deborah 
Jowltt  (February  7  - 13,  2001  Village  Voice) 

Sputnik  was  co-choreographed  and  staged  by  faculty  member  Brian  Sanders  -  performed 
with  MOMIX  dance  company,  choreographing  and  performing  worldwide.  The  Philadelphia 
Weekly  named  Mr.  Sanders  for  Best  Choreography/Movement  for  the  2003-04  theater.  He 
has  also  been  awarded  Best  Choreography  by  the  Philadelphia  Inquirer  and  received  the 
2000  PGN  Lambda  award  for  Outstanding  Artistic  Contribution  by  an  Individual  in  the  Arts. 
Mr.  Sanders  has  recently  been  choreographing  in  Italy,  and  is  artistic  director  of  JUNK  con- 
temporary dance/Brian  Sanders  Dance  Company.
